Information  on  the  various  flavors, 
odors  and  other  characteristics  that 
are  evaluated  in  judging  the  quality  of 
milk.  Explains  the  procedure  followed 
in  the  dairy  industry  and  in  student 
contests  for  judging  and  scoring  milk.

This  bulletin  outlines  the  systems  by 
which  farmers  can  convert  feeds  pro- 
duced on  their  farms  into  beef  and 
points  out  the  factors  to  consider  in 
choosing  a  system.  Included  is  infor- 
mation on  size  of  herd,  selecting 
breeding  stock,  raising  replacement 
breeding  animals,  and  feeding  and  car- 
ing for  breeding  bulls  and  the  cow 
herd.

The 
bulletin  recommends  that  no  one  plan 
or    install   a    lightning-protection    sys- 
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tern  unless  he  has  the  necessary  train- 
ing and  equipment.

Includes  up-to-date  infor- 
mation on  basic  cookery  of  fruits,  and 
recipes  featuring  fruits  in  appetizers, 
beverages,  breads,  desserts,  salads, 
and  sauces.
